REMOVAL OF THE REWAEINS OF GEN. 
ALBEDT SYDNEY JOUNSION. 


The Solemmnities of the Occasion. 
From the N. ©. Creseent, oth. 

At 3 o'clock yesterday dfternoon the 

remains of Gen. Albert Sydney Jolinston 
left the St. Louis Cemetery, No. “, ip 
which they have hitherto reposed, and 
were consigned to the committee sent 
hither to receive them by the state of 
Texas. 
1 Twodays previously the tomb in which 
the remains were de posite “l Was Opens dj 
by Mr. Thomas Bothick, the undertaker, 
to whom the funeral services were in- 
trusted. 

The bods, it was now seen, had been 
buried in a zine case anda mahogany 
cofin. The latter was founds to have 
been greatly decayed during the past 
four years. But, to understand its con- 
dition it should be remembered that the 
body had been only buried about a month 
before the arrival of Gen. Butler in this 
city, and that it was to him that the idea 
had occurred of instituting a search for 
treasure in the resting place of the dead. 
Acting upon this thought a provost guard 
appeared before the present sexton (ac- 
cording to the statement which the latter 
now makes), and ordered him to conduct 
the party to the grave of the departed 
soldier. The sexton did so; he was then 
made to open the tomb, and the coffin 
was removed therefrom. Without wait- 
ing for the formality of unscrewing the 
lid, it was violently pried open; one of 
the side pieces was forced from its fasten- 
ings, oad it was not until a hole was cut

in the zine case, which Was placed in- 
side of the coffin, that the curiosity of | 
the party was satisfied, The coffin, thus | 
rtially destroyed, was then returned to 
its resting-place. and the act was subse- 
quently recognized by the then existing 
authorities, by the payment of the ordi- 
nary fees to the sexton for his services 
upon the occasion. ne 
The coffin and zinc ¢ase, when disin- 
terred, still betrayed the rude treatment 
it had received, and as it was otherwise 
almost destroyed, a new one was pro- 
vided, made of black walnut, covered 
with velvet and adorned with silver 
mountings. About an hour previous to 
the time appointed for its departure from | 
the graveyard, the coffin was exposed to | 
public view, and was soon covered with | 


chaplets and bouquets strewn by wo- | 
man’s hand. 

The committee from Texas appointed 
to receive the remains of Gen. Jobmston, 
had called upon Mayor Monroe and stated | 
to him that it was the wish of the de-_ 
ceased, expressed before his death, and | 
also the wish of his family, and the | 
veople of Texas, that he should be buried | 
n the state of his adoption. To this, im- | 
mediate assent was given, and at the | 
hour appointed, the distinguished gen- | 
tlemen of Texas and this city who had 
been requested to ‘act as pall-bearers, 
proceeded to thest. Louis cemetery with | 
ne more display than what is made by a! 
half a dozen carriages. When the latter | 
reached the tomb, not more than a hun- | 
dred people (most of them ladies), had | 
gathered there in advance. However, | 
the space immediately around the tomb | 
(it was in-Mayor Monroe’s that the body | 
had previously rested) was extremely | 
limited, and for that reason some of the 
adjoining tombstones were occupied by | 
eager spectators. 

The usual religious exercises Of the 
Episcopal church were read, commeuc- 
ing ‘‘ 1 am the resurrection and life,’’ by 
Rev. J. W. Beckwith, of Trinity ebureh, 
assisted by Rev. Dr. Leacock, of C brist 
church.

when Col. Chas. Dreux was inlerred—the., 
first of the war victims from the state, 
and one of the most popular men tliat | 
bas ever lived in our midst. ‘The mark 


:}of respect which was shown upon the 
present occasion Was the marching in . 


procession, and on foot, of the ladies of | 
the city. 

In this extraordinary procession 
observed many ladies of advanced years, 
and all, young and old, walked through | 
mud and mire in the middle of Uie 
streets. Such a spectacle has never been , 
seen in New Orleans within our observa- | 
tion. Weare told that at the funeral of 
the wife of an illustrious general, which 
occurred in the midst of the war, there 
was a like exhibition of Womanly 
ment, asentiment expressing admiration

for heroiam and respect for every Ole 
allied tothe hero: but with the execp- 


tion of that sad solemnity, whi h we did 
not witness, no such spectacle as that of 
yesterday has been seen in New Crleans 
during the last quarter of a century, ana

rode, excepting the ministers who off)-| 
ciated, and one of the generals who liad | 
lost the use of lis limbs. The reset fol- 


lowed, although the way wasa long one, 
on foot. At every square the crowd 1! ap-

It certainly was the saddest we Lave ever 
secon. There was notan exclamation or 
a shout upon the streets as it passed ;

any dirgelike music; there was scarcely 
any whispering or conver: aiion in the 
immense throu that followed. The fact | 
that the remains of @ great man were 

being removed, wio had once eminently | 
commanded respect, and that no display | 
in music, colors or processional bands | 

had been attempted, appealed more | 
strongly to every beholder’s sympathy | | 


than ifthe most imposing funeral rites 
It was this feeling, 
doubtiess, that prom yjtedd the ladies to 
walk as mourners auc to show for the 
memory of the deceased the most touch- 
ing evidence of their respect ever yet 
witnessed in this city.

OPENING or TUE AMAZON TO 
TME FLAGS OF ALL NATIOSS. 

The, Persia brings Us an important 
item of telegraphic news, (per Tinglish 
steamer of sth December from de 
Janeiro,) ‘dispatched from Lisbon to 
Loudon on the 28th of December. The 
bill passed at the last ses#¥>n of the Bra- 
zilian parliament to open certain ports 
on the river Anruzon to all nations, las 
hecome a law, and henceforth the largest 
river of the word, the Para, or “ king of 
waters,” in the language of the Brazil- 
ian aborigines, is to be a highway for 
iuternal navigation from the Allantic to 
the Andes. The importance of this 
measure cannot be over-estinated, 
whether we look at it as resulting 
from the enlightened progress of 
young Brazil, led on by their 
yrogressive emperor, or Whether we 
on its future bearings more 
than two-thirds—and the wert two- 
thirds—of South America. The imme- 
diate resulte may not be what entiUsiasts 
dream, but when We refject that a single 
line of steamers, sust#med by a lieavy 
subsidy from the Brazilian government, 
has in ten years trebled the exports from 
Para, we may look foran increase of 
commerce on the Amazon. Still it will 
be many a year before tive wild forest 
valley of the Amagon (which, in it 
whole extent, is larger than ali of the 
United States east of the Kocky moun- 
tains, and contains but 200,000 inhabit- 
ante,) will be developed in any degree 
commensurate with ite grand capabili- 
ties. 

Brazil is only carry ne out on the Am- 
azon what slie did fifteen year’ ago en 
the river Platte, in her dominios , when 
she made Albuquerque, two thousand 
miles from the ocean, a port of entry. 
Certain psrts on the Amazon, some four 
in number, are declared ports of enbiry, 
and are subject to the custom laws as 
the maritime ports. 

But Brazil is not alone benefitted. 
Peruvian steamers run from Vabitinga, 
in Brazil (two thousand miles from the 
Atlantic), up the Peruvian waters for 4 
thousand miles, aud in isé4 a small 
steamer reached a point within ninety 
leagues of the Paci To Hon. Travares 
Bastos, a young BAfzilian statesman, not 
yet thirty years of age, belongs the 
great honor of Maving persistently 
brought this matter ‘before the parlia- 
ment for the last six years, and oue of 
his great arguments has been the beue- 
fits tothe neighboring countries.
